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| cannot give their consent 
to any proposal that would 
render it unlawful for an educa- 
tion authority to inquire into a 
teacher’s religious belief, or to 
require a teacher to give Bible 
instruction to Protestant children.” 
“The Boards cannot agree to a 
repeal of the provisions for Bible 
instruction for pupils of public 
elementary schools which are 


| embodied in the 1930 Act... .” 


Since many managers transferred 
their schools to the State because 


of the security for Bible instruc-. 


tion in that Act, “the Boards. ... 
record their determination io 
oppose to the utmost anything in 
the new proposals that jeopardises 
such security.” In other words, 
the Boards appear to believe that 
the section in the White Paper 
which promises “a definite re- 
quirenfent that religious instruc- 
tion shall be given in every 
primary and secondary school ” 
is nullified by the section which 
guarantees liberty of conscience 
to every teacher. Whether that 
is, in fact, the case only a skilled 
lawyer can say. It is quite true 
that no teacher may be required 
to give religious instruction, or 
penalised for failure to give it; it 
is true, apparently, that a school 
Management committee may not 
even ask a candidate for a’ post 
whether he will give religious in- 
struction or not, or penalise him 
if he promises and then goes 
back on his promise. There- 
fore, there may be schools in 
which all teachers will claim, on 
religious grounds, to be exempted 
from the giving of religious in- 
struction. We say that there may 
be such schools; in practice, they 
are likely to be few. In such a case, 
will the “definite requirement ” 
that religious instruction shall be 
given simply lapse? Surely it 
cannot be so.. It seems clear that 
the Ministry will be obliged to 
make a special arrangement for 
the provision of a teacher. If the 
position still is unsatisfactory, it 
will be open to any local clergy- 
man who is concerned about the 
matter to use his “right of access” 
to the school, “for the purpose 
of giving denominational or un- 
denominational instruction.” and 
so to make up the deficiency him- 
self. In short, it seems that 
liberty of conscience can be 
secured to the teacher without 
any risk to the “security of Bible 
instruction ” in the schools. The 


| hard core of the matter seems to. 


be a determination that “ Pro- 
testant children shall be taught 
by Protestant teachers,” what- 
ever the subject may be. The joint 
Boards claim the right to impose 
a religious or denominational test 
upon every candidate for a 
vacancy in a school, as they im- 
pose it at present under the 1930 
Act. The teacher who cannot agree 
conscientiously to give religious 
instruction will be deprived, in 
practice, of ajob, Does this claim 
not contravene the section of the 
Government of Ireland Act 
which forbids the imposition of 
a disadvantage upon any person 
on account of his religious con- 
victions?, The consequence, of 
course, is plain. -All teachers will 
agree to give religious instruction, 
whatever their opinions may be, 
unless they prefer to starve. The 
Boards will have ensured that 
Protestant children, instead of 
being taught drawing or mathe- 
matics by a Protestant, may be 
taught the Bible by an acknow- 
ledged pagan. 

It isa grave disappointment that 
the Protestant Churches cannot see 
their way to work with the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland to carry 
out the great programme of 
educational reform which is out- 
lined in the White Paper. The 
equality of all men is a funda- 
mental principle of the Christian 
faith; and the White Paper pro- 
poses to bring that equality into 
worldly affairs by the provision 
of an opportunity for every 
child, however small his means, 
to secure a first-class education. 
That is a plan to which, one 
would have hoped, the Protestant 
Churches, with their great tradi- 
tion of liberality and democraty, 
would have given their full sup- 
port. We do not doubt that the 
Ministry of Education feels the 
deepest concern about the 
spiritual welfare of all pupils; and 
we should have thought that, with 
so much in common, the Ministry 
and the joint Boards of Educa- 
tion could not have failed to 
reach. an agreement. The aim, 
after all, is the important thing, 
and it would be tragic if anything 
that savoured of mere inter- 
denominational politics should 
obstruct the passage into law of a 
great and liberal scheme of re- 
form. Unfortunately, while there 
is some small chance that, with 
mutual good-will, the Govern- 
ment and the Protestant Churches 
yet may settle their differences, 
the Roman Catholic Church is 
certain to hold aloof.

a Bill, and before the Bil 
becomes an Act. Perhaps one 
may hope that; these will resolve 
the differentes, and that the 
might of the Churches will not 
be exerted to deprive the poorest 
child of the Six Counties of the 
education to which he is entitled. 
They have been the champions 
of education in the past. It 
would be a calamity if they 
should find themselves its enemies 
in the future. 


“ Walkie-talkie ” 


The Federal Communications 
Commission of the United States 
hopes to encourage the wide- 
spread use of “ walkie-talkie” 
wireless sets by civilians after the 
war. It seems that the apparatus 
in question consists of a tiny 
wireless receiver which, if not 
small enough to be accom- 
modated in the waistcoat pocket, 
will be, at all: events, portable 
without discomfort. The prospect 
has its attractions; ih like manner, 
it has its horrors. As matters 
stand, the ordinary wireless is 
second only to the telephone in 
its tyranny over mankind. It is 
all very well to say that one need 
not switch it on; in point of fact, 
there is a deadly fascination about 
the infernal machine that con- 
strains the average man to turn 
the knob in spite of himself. How 
cruelly will the sway of that 
tyranny be extended when it no 
longer is cabined within the four 
walls of a room! There will be 
an end of such carefree, but 
thought - stimulating, journeys as 
Hazlitt and Stevenson described, 
when meditation is supplanted by 
the rhythm of So-and-so’s Hot 
Boys. This encroachment of the 
machine is frightening, indeed, 
Surely it is good that the being 
who still-—to a decreasing degree 
—rejoices in the name of human 
should be free, for at,least part of 
his existence, from the dominion 
of mass-produced views and 
mass-produced entertainment? 


The unpleasant thought obtrudes ' 


itself: does the average man 
really desire such freedom or is 
he being “conditioned” gradually 
into dependence on what is pro- 
vided for him by others? We 
hate to believe it, but we have a 
lurking suspiction that there will 
be no lack of demand for the 
“ walkie-talkie ” set.

From the membership figures Ó 
plied it appears that the “ Council ” 
is not even fully representative of 
the “home” unions, and no distinc- 
tion is drawn between their figures 
for skilled craftsmen and profes- 
sional workers, as against unskilled 
or semi-skilled workers who com- 
prise the bulk of the membership 
of the “Irish” unions, In this con- 
nection, I do not wish to disparage 
the unskilled or semi-skilled man, 
but it is obvious that the skilled 
man's organisation must be the more 
important, and, as practically all the 
Irish craftsmen and professional 
workers are members of the inter- 
national unions, it will easily be 
seen that membership figures 
alone are not sufficient to draw 
conclusions from. Further, the 
“ Council” ignore the large number 
of Irish citizens (under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Oireachtas in normal 
times) who are employed in 
North-east Ulster, and who are all 
members of the international unions. 

The “Council” hold that the 
Congress is a “so-called World 
Congress.” Well, your readers can 
judge this for themselves. Ireland, 
Great Britain, America, Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand, Sweden, 
South American countries will be 
represented, along with~ every 
country of importance in the world 
except Germany, Italy and Japan, 
who are absent for obvious reasons, 
and whose labour movements were 
and are State-controlled bodies, and 
even their inclusion would not be 
truly representative of their respec- 
tive working classes Perhaps the 
“ Council” will let us know what in 
their opinion constitutes a World 


ngress. . 

The objects of the World Con- 
gress are; (1) To discuss means for 
earring worl security (2) to de- 
velop the greatest means of fécon- 
struction economically and politi- 
cally; (3) to establish that trade 
union collaboration which: will 
enable the trade union movement 
throughout the world to make the 
fullest possible contribution to the 
welfare of all peoples. In spite of 
this, the “Council” hold that attend- 
ance at the Congress is a breach 
of neutrality, and that Irish workers 
can be led into movements against 
their welfare. This is absolute non- 
sense, and I would like to inform 
the “Council” that Mr. de Valera, 
who is the last man to endanger 
our neutrality, sent representatives 
on behalf of Ireland to the Inter- 
national Labour Conference at 
Philadelphia in 1944, at which were 
represented nearly the same nations 
as will be represented at the Con- 
gress; and Irish delegates also 
attended the International Air Con- 
ference. It was never suggested that 
this was a breach of neutrality, and 
the “Council’s” reasoning needs 
overhauling. . 

The suggestion that our represen- 
tatives at the Congress are subject 
to outside control is without foun- 
dation. Of the two delegates, Mr. 
Keyes, T.D., Limerick, is a very 

ractical patriot, and Mr. G. 
Ei took an active part in the 
Republican movement and fought 
in the 1916 Insurrection. Further, 
the Government has signified 
its willingness to participate in any 
movement for world reconstruction, 
and surely the workers of Ireland 
should do all they can to assist, 
and not to maintain the isolation 
peculiar to: the ostrich.—-Yours, etc.,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR—A learned judge has recently 
condemned the “vulgar and too 
revalent illusion” that Eire stands 
or the 26 counties. But surely the 
effect of the warding of the present 
Constitution and of all our official 
documents has been to introduce 
into the English language a new 
word, “ Eire,” which, inevitably, has 
come to mean the present area of 
jurisdiction of this State—that is, 
26 counties. 

Article 4 of the Constitution says’ 
“ The name of the State is Eire, or 
in the English lan e, Ireland,” 
But if, instead of , we were to 
Use ' the word Ireland in English, 
there would be constant misunder- 
standing, and, worse still, the word 
Ireland would eventually be re- 
stricted, in the English-s 
world, to the 26 counties of- our 
country. The word “Ulster” is 
already being used in England and 
by pen Má le on both sides of 
the border in Ireland, to denote six 
of the nine counties of that 
province, :
